The Invention 

THE invention of the Rollaway screen marks 
the first real improvement in window 
screens for nearty half a century. Being of all- 
metal and on the inside, it cannot warp, twist, 
bind, or in any way get out of order, and is sure to 
operate freely at all times if used with reasonable 
care. 

The screen becomes a part of the building and 
permits the free working of the window or fix- 
tures, and it may remain constantly in place. To 
open or close the Winds, raise or lower awnings, 
or to wash windows, just one downward motion 
and the screen is out of the w^ay, and with one 
upward motion it is in place again. 

The Rollaway screen being always in place, 
is ready for use in late Fall or early Spring, and 
does away entirely with that always trying and 
expensive feature of storing away in Fall, and 
renovating and putting in place in the Spring. 
It is, in fact, one of those modern improvements 
which has compelled the remark, to quote from 
the letter of one of our customers, — "I don't 
see how we ever got along without Rollaway 
screens." 



Construction 

All Rollaway screens are made entirely of 
metal and, with the exception of the wire cloth, 
should last as long as the building in w^hich they 
are placed. The wire cloth, made of the finest 
grades of material obtainable, and placed as it is 
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on the inside of the window frame, thus protected 
from all heavy storms, will last many years longer 
than wire cloth exposed at all times upon the 
outside screen. The material for each part has 
been selected after a careful test, covering many 
years of experience, for durability, and only the 
highest grades of the different materials used are 
permitted to enter into the construction. The 
best material, combined with perfected machinery 
and expert workmanship, must result in the highest 
grade of product. 

The simpHcity of construction of the Rollaway 
will be seen at a glance by referring to Figure 1, 
which gives a sectional view showing how abso- 
lutely free from complicated mechanism it is. 
Absolutely nothing to get out of order, with ordi- 
nary usage. 

The roll as shown in Figure 1, combined with 
what we term side racks shown in combination 
in Figure 2, is all there is to the screen — really 
very simple.

Gears engage with racks at sides of window frames, 
and turn rod. Inner case is attached to rod by spring 
which turns with rod. Wire cloth is fastened to inner 
case. 

NOTICE. The spring turns with the rod, simply 
niaintaining a slight tension on the cloth through the 
inner case. 

It does not 'Svind up" as in a roller curtain fixture.

Advantages 

Rollaway screens are artistically finished to 
match the color of the sash, with three coats of 
durable enamel baked on, and the effect upon the 
windows is both pleasing and lasting. 

The necessity for washing windows where 
Rollaway screens are used, is reduced to a mini- 
mum. With the outside screen, dust collects upon 
the wire and the first shower washes it off onto 
the window. The Rollaway being an inside screen, 
this cannot happen. 

The Rollaway screens the opening only. Raise 
the window and raise the screen to the height 
of opening, and your window opening is perfectly 
screened, leaving the rest of the glass perfectly 
clear, if you should not care to have the window 
up to the fuU height. With the old style screen 
you were obUged to look through the netting at 
all times, but in dull, cold and stormy days when 
your windows are closed the Rollaway screen is 
concealed in case and you get the fuU benefit of 
the fight from windows. 

Rollaway screens may be installed for either 
the lower or upper opening of a double hung window, 
or both upper and lower openings. It is perfectly 
adapted to bow or curved windows and is really 
the only practical screen for casement windows. 
For double hung windows is furnished what we 
term a weather-strip for the purpose of sealing 
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the space between the upper and lower sash which 
occurs when the sash is not raised to the full height. 
This strip, together with the side racks, serves 
as a very efficient means of keeping out dust and 
cold at all times. 

They are absolutely practical, thoroughly effi- 
cient, and the most durable screens made, as the 
test of many years' use under all conditions has 
proven. 

Application 

Rollaway screens can be installed in any place 
where an insect screen is needed, in an old as well 
as a new building, and are in use in many places 
where the old style screen would be impracticable. 
For illustration, we are furnishing a great many 
screens for limousine bodies for automobiles. We 
mention this merely to show the neatness and high 
grade of our product. 

Upon the following pages we show illustra- 
tions of the Rollaway installed in the various types 
of windows. Figures 6, 7 and 8 show the ordinary 
double hung window, Figure 9 the casement window 
and Figure 10 the bow or curved window. It \vill 
be noted that with shade and draperies upon the 
window as in Figure 8, except by a very close 
inspection, the presence of the screen would not be 
detected. 

Reasons Why You Should Use 
Rollaway Screens 

1. When the screen is not raised it is thor- 
oughly protected from the weather by being indoors 
and rolled up in its case. 
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2. The screen is raised only as high as the 
window, and does not leave wire cloth behind or 
in front of the glass to look through, as is the case 
with all outside or inside sliding screens. 

3. The screen operates freely, and will al- 
ways continue to do so, not being subject to the 
swelling and shrinking of woodwork. 

4. It never requires removing from the window 
casing but may be conveniently taken out if desired. 
The labor of taking out, packing away and rein- 
stalling the old style of screen is thus entirely 
avoided. 

5. Its bordering connections serve as weather- 
strips and a dust preventive, when windows are 
closed, both in Summer and Winter. 

6. The whole light from the window may be 
obtained on a cool or dark, stormy day. 

7. The screen is entirely out of the way when 
washing windows, or when blinds or awnings need 
adjusting. 

8. When it rains, outside screens always soil 
the windows. This never occurs with the Roll- 
away. With them the necessity for washing 
windows is reduced to a minimum. 

9. It is furnished in colors to match the window 
sash and is practically invisible. 

10. The screen as a whole is ornamental. 
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Rollaway screens are in use in 36 States in 
the United States, as well as Canada, South Africa 
and New Zealand. Undoubtedly we have Roll- 
away screens installed in your city or near by.
